Peace Corps visits CSULB 


Two new international programs were announced.

Cal State Long Beach and the Peace Corps 
created an official partnership of two new Peace 
Corps Masters International programs at CSULB 
on Friday. 

The Beach auditorium was overflowing with 
people when the agreement of the programs was 
signed by Carrie Hessler-Radelet, Peace Corps 
director, U.S. Congressman Alan Lowenthal and 
CSULB President Jane Close Conoley. 

Professor and chair of the geography department 
Paul Laris, said one of the two established programs 
will involve geographic research and environmen- 
tal work, and the other will involve linguistics and 
teaching English as a second language. 

Hessler-Radelet said she has made changes to 
the Peace Corps application process. She said she 
made the volunteer application process easier and 
same-sex couples can now serve together. Appli- 
cants can also apply for a specific country and a 
specific job, which has not been an option in the 
past, she said. 

As areturning volunteer, she said that, aside from 
helping others in faraway lands, there is so much 
more to gain from serving in the Peace Corps. 

“You share your community’s joys and their 
sorrows, and you begin to see the world through 


their eyes — and-that is such an incredible gift,” 
Hessler-Radelet said. “The more you understand 
about the people around you, the more you under- 
stand about yourself.” 

Serafin Rodarte, a senior political science ma- 
jor, just applied to the Peace Corps a few weeks 
prior to the event. 

“College teaches you how to incorporate certain 
frameworks of how to understand the world around 
you and Peace Corps is how you practice that,” Ro- 
darte said. “It’s a really good training ground for 
who you want to be and what you want to do.” 

For people who are not sure what they want to do, 
the Peace Corps can help guide a way to passion, 
which can also help others, Hessler-Radelt said. 

“That commitment to service and that com- 
mitment to some adventure, not only helps those 
many thousands of people all across the world 


‘touched by the Peace Corps, but will help you,” 


Conoley said. 

Serving in the Peace Corps can also help with 
finding a career path and is a great resume boost- 
er for graduates, Hessler-Radelet said. “Service 
is a training ground unlike any other, and it’s a 
launching pad for a twenty-first century career 
where you can make a difference in this world,” 
she said. 

Lowenthal -said what drove him, and drives 
others involvement in Peace Corps is “work with 
communities, to empower communities, to build 
upon the strength that communities have, not on 
the weakness.” 
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CSULB president Jane Conoley and recently nominated Peace Corps president 
Carrie Hessler-radelet sign an agreement between CSULB and the Peace Corps. 


He was a professor at CSULB teaching com- 
munity psychology for 28 years before becoming a 
congressman in the U.S. House of Representatives. 

CSULB has had 777 alumni that have served 
the Peace Corps and is ranked the second most di- 
verse school for volunteers, Hessler-Radelet said. 

Hessler-Radelet said she hopes to make this an 
annual event at CSULB, and that it is a “perfect 
school” for the Peace Corps. 


At the event, Hessler-Radelet asked the audi- 
ence member who intended to join the Peace 
Corps, with a response of the majority of the 
room standing to their feet. The director later 
said how excited and thrilled she was to see the 
amount of potential volunteers. 

Hessler-Radelet was confirmed as the director 
of the Peace Corps in June 2014, although she has 
served as deputy director since 2010. 
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Apple recalls faulty 
iPhone 5 batteries 


A battery replacement program will cover 
iPhone 5s for one to two years.

Apple Inc. launched a free battery re- 
placement program on Aug. 29 for the 
iPhone 5 devices that were sold between 
September 2012 and January 2013, ac- 
cording to a statement from Apple. 

The company released a statement on 
the Apple support page stating that “a very 
small percentage of iPhone 5 devices may 
suddenly experience shorter battery life 
or need to be charged more frequently.” 

However, to be eligible for a free bat- 
tery replacement, iPhone 5 owners must 
go to the Apple website and type in their 
phone’s serial number, according to the 
statement. If they are eligible, they must 
set an appointment at an Apple store for 
which the phone will be tested. 

“Your phone has to be in good physi- 
cal condition,” James Reid, an Apple em- 
ployee, said. “If your screen or phone is 
broken, you have to get that fixed first.” 

Reid said Apple employees want to make 
sure that the cause of the defective battery 
is part of Apple’s recalled batteries and not 
caused by any damage by the owner. 

iPhone 5 devices may only be eli- 

- gible for the program if the battery life 
drains quickly, or if the phone dies sud- 
denly even after the phone displays a fair 
amount of battery life remaining. Reid 


said that if the phone-does not qualify . 


after the test, owners will be given the 
option to pay $99 for a new battery. 


Apple recommends that users back 
up data stored on devices using iCloud 
and iTunes before attending an appoint- 
ment, Reid said. 

iPhone 5 users like sophomore eco- 
nomics major Cathy Nguyen are upset be- 
cause they paid for a battery replacement 
before the program was initiated. She said 
the inconvenience frustrated her. 

“T left my house with 100 percent 
battery, and on my way back home my 
phone died at like 50 percent,” Cathy 
Nguyen, sophomore economics major. 
“I was so pissed because I was around 
[University of California, Los Angeles], 
and I didn’t know how to get back home. 
I couldn’t use my phone for GPS. It took 
me a long time to find the freeway.” 

In October, Apple also recalled a 
number of iPhone 5 devices with prob- 
lems with the power button, according to 
an Apple statement from May. 

“The iPhone 5 is the most poorly fab- 
ricated iPhone, if not the worst,” senior 
English major Alex Ramos said. “I’ve 
had my phone replaced three times — 
twice for the power and volume buttons 
and once for the battery.” 

If an owner purchased the insurance 
plan, AppleCare, Apple will replace the 
entire iPhone 5 instead of only replacing 
the faulty battery, Reid said. 

The Apple support website states that 
the program will cover iPhones for two 
years after the device is purchased, or 
until March 1, 2015 — whichever pro- 
vides longer coverage.

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The museum showcased new exhibits by German 
photographer and students.

After a summer of reno- 
vations, the University Art 
Museum reopened on Saturday 
with two new exhibits. 

UAM showcased an exhibi- 
tion by the Institute for Foreign 
Cultural Relations, an organiza- 
tion operating worldwide that 
devises and organizes German 
contemporary_art exhibitions. 

“Barbara Klemm: Light 
and Dark, Photographs from 
Germany” was presented by 
Goethe-Institut Los Angeles. 
The exhibit featured 124 black 
and white photographs by Ger- 
man photojournalist, Barbara 
Klemm capturing cultural, social 
and political history in Germany. 

The UAM opened its doors to 
the public at 5 p.m. beginning 
with a gallery talk featuring the 
co-curator Ursula Zeller. 

“{Klemm] has produced 
some of the most remarkable 
photographic items we have in 
Germany,” Zeller said. “People 
don’t know Barbara themselves, 


but they know her photographs.” 


The exhibition came to frui- 


tion by the efforts of Zeller and 
Matthias Fliigge, German art 
historians, who both worked 
closely with Klemm. 

“When we started to do 
this exhibition, of course we 
wanted to have items Barbara 
and I have produced,” Zeller 
said. “But on the other hand, we 
wanted to show photographs no 
one has exhibited before.” 

Along with the photographs 
on display Tom Frazier, CSULB 
geography professor and expert 
on post-reunification Berlin, 
shared artifacts and ephemera 
from his archive as a supple- 
ment to the exhibit. 

The exhibit will be hosted on 
the 25th anniversary of the fall 
of the Berlin Wall, according to 
the UAM website. 

Jean Ore, 33, from Los An- 
geles, said he enjoyed Klemm’s 
photography reflecting on his 
own experiences. 

“T remember when the wall 
fell when I was a little boy,” he 
said. “There were children pres- 
ent at the protests and I didn’t go 
to my first protest until I was a 
senior in college. It makes won- 
der what these people are doing 
now that they are my age.” 

The museum also hosts an- 


other exhibition, “Talkin’ Bout 
My Generation: Millennials 
Through Their Own Len,” using 
Barbara Klemm’s generation 
defining images as inspiration. 

Djoaine Asis, a 29-year-old 
CSULB graduate with a degree in 
religious studies, said the display 
generally had good observations 
regarding the outlook towards the 
millennial generation. 

“There needs to be more 
diversity in the kinds of themes 
so far,” Asis said. “It seems that 
technology has taken over and 
lessened the intimate human 
experience. There’s more to 
explore, it would be great to see 
LGBT activities since it’s such a 
hot topic at the moment.” 

Ore said he thinks that 
everyone is interested in art, but 
people just don’t seem to take 
time out of their day to enjoy it. 

“Time just needs to be taken 
for it to truly be appreciated. It 
also depends where you look 
because the world is a very, very 
large place,” Ore said. “Art has 
that wonderful quality that is 
found everywhere.” 

The exhibition can be viewed 
in the museum from Sept. 6 
through Dec. 14. All events are 
open and free to the public.

Hot streak for The Beach 


The 49ers won five consecu- 
tive matches in the last week, 
improving to a 5-2 record.

Domination defined the weekend. 

At the Mizuno Invitational, the Long Beach 
State women’s volleyball team won every match, 
had the MVP of the tournament and held the best 
hitting percentage of the four teams it played. 

The 49ers (5-2) hosted their first home tourna- 
ment, which included their season opener, and de- 
feated Idaho, Campbell, Army and San Francisco 
over the span of three days. 

The Beach also stayed above a .200 hitting per- 
centage each day and held three of the four teams 
under .100 while forcing U of I to .167. 

Although LBSU’s star player Chisom Okpala 
was out for most of the tournament due to an in- 
jury, the team was still able to accomplish its fifth 


consecutive win after Saturday’s match against 
USF. Head coach Brian Gimmillaro was smiling 
all the way to the locker room for the postgame 
team talk. 

“Our best player is Chisom,” Gimmillaro said. 
“She’s our All-American [and] she didn’t play... 
Ashley [Murray] had to fill in and did more than 
just fill in...[and] other people had to score more 
than they normally had to.” 

Murray picked up her first career double-double 
with 11 blocks and. 11 kills during the weekend’s 
last match against USF. Senior outside hitter Alex 
Reid led her team with 16 kills on a .450 clip while 
sophomore Joy Miley pitched in 10 kills and seven 
blocks. 

The 49ers’ 32 block assists rank seventh all-time 
in LBSU history and matched last season’s five-set 
contest at San Francisco. 

Out of the 72 players who participated in the 
Mizuno Invitational, junior outside hitter Alex 
Reid was named as the tournament’s MVP. Mur- 
ray and senior Bre Mackie made the All-Tourna- 
ment team along with four other players from the 
visiting teams. 

The Beach made a major shift over the week- 


end after going 1-2 during last weekend’s tourna- 
ment in Illinois. Players and Gimmillaro said that 
the team is more relaxed and prepared this time 
around. 

“We definitely made a huge improvement [from 
last week], but I think our chemistry is building 
overtime,” senior libero Tyler Jackson said. “New 
players would ask me for advice and it feels good 
that I can help them adjust.” 

Jackson recorded a match-high 24 digs to sup- 


" port the 49ers’ back row defense. 


The 49ers will face six more teams before start- 
ing conference play at the end of this month, which 
means they will have spent an entire month play- 
ing a total of 13 teams. Although this gives a lot of 
time for more injuries to occur, Gimmillaro sees 
opportunities to broaden his players’ skills and 
experience. 

“We wanted to get these guys a lot of [playing 
time because] we haven’t played much together,” 
Gimmillaro said. “Jenelle [Hudson] is new, Ash- 
ley’s new, Sophie [Bukovec]’s new and Lindsey 
[Lawmaster]’s new. Those are key parts of this 
team, so we got to put them out on the court... 
that’s why we're playing so much.”

A draw and a win against two non-con- 
ference opponents on Sunday allowed the 
Long Beach State women’s soccer team to 
remain undefeated at home. 

The 49ers (3-2-1) entered the weekend 
ranked No. 23 in the country and played 
similar games against San. Diego (1-3-2) 
and Cal State Bakersfield (0-5-1). 

The 49ers’ inability to finish easy shots 
cost them against a strong opponent in 
USD. The most egregious miss came from 
star freshman forward Ashley Gonzales, 
who found herself one-on-one with the 
keeper, but shot poorly. 

Head coach Mauricio Ingrassia thinks 
his team was more aggressive in looking 
for shots versus Bakersfield than they were 
against San Diego. He singled out his star 
freshman forward Ashley Gonzales, who 
scored both goals in the 2-0 against Bakers- 
field. 

“I think Ashley was a little more aware 
of her spacing,” Ingrassia said. “She didn’t 
rush it. She’s adding more to her repertoire. 
She’s understanding there’s more space 
than in a youth game; the field is a little bit 
bigger.” 

Gonzales noted that Mimi Rangel was 
key in helping her score her first goal in 
yesterday’s game. 

“Mimi [Rangel] played me the ball,” 
Gonzales said. “I saw the defender behind 
me [and] was actually going to shoot it but 
saw the keeper take out my near post, so I 
just cut in and finish with my left foot.” 

Ingrassia said he loves the way his de- 
fense is performing, and that the goals that 
have been scored against them were flukes, 
more than anything else. Senior defender 
Taylor Nelson credits keeper Ashton McK- 
eown with the consecutive clean sheets. 

“A lot of practice, a lot of repetition,” In- 
grassia said. “Ashton’s worked her butt off 
all summer, and it’s obviously showed.” 

After a physical game against USD, some 
49ers admitted that it is not always easy get- 
ting up for what some may consider lesser 
opponents, like Bakersfield. Nelson ex- 
plained some of the differences. 

“The speed of play is different,” Nelson 
said. “The intensity is different; it shouldn’t 
be, but it is. We try our best to stay as glued 
in like when we play those huge schools, 
which you have to be or else it'll bite you in 
the ass. It’s a challenge, but we managed to 
deal with it today.” 

Their upcoming schedule is about to get 
much harder, and Ingrassia stressed that 
they still have to do a better job scoring 
goals when the chances present themselves. 

“We have to keep on working on finish- 
ing,” Ingrassia said. “Finishing final third 
stuff. We need to create more chances.” 

The 49ers went into the weekend ranked 
No. 23 in the nation, which is highest they’ve 
been ranked so far this season. When asked 
if he thought his team did enough over the 
weekend to maintain their spot in the top- 
25, Ingrassia brushed it off and said the 
team’s focus was on other things. 

“We're worried about keeping it simple,” 
Ingrassia said. “Trying to improve game by 
game. Today we scored our goal in the first 
half, so it’s progress.”
